LEGISLATIVE ROUND-UP

The Milwaukee County Board of Supervisors did not meet in August but it did convene
on September 6, 2012 to address the resolutions acted upon at its July meeting, which were
subsequently vetoed by the County Executive. The results were as follows:

e The Board voted 10-7 to sustain a veto from the County Executive on a resolution
providing for an advisory referendum on whether the U.S. Constitution should be
amended to establish that only human beings, not corporations, are entitled to
Constitutional rights, and money is not speech, and therefore regulating political
contributions and spending is not equivalent to limiting political speech. Supervisor
Taylor voted in favor of sustaining the veto.

e The County Executive’s veto related to changing the line of reporting for the Department
of Labor Relations from the County Executive to Corporation Counsel was overridden

with a 16-1 vote. Supervisor Taylor voted in favor of the veto override.

e The Board voted 15-2 to layover a resolution relating to County Land Sales and the
procedure for the disposition of real estate. Supervisor Taylor supported the layover.
